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CLASS HISTORY 


On September 8, 1947, our class of 195] 
boarded a flying saucer which was to take us to a new 
land.

Then, we were 
moved up to the second compartment of the flying 
saucer. This compartment was named ‘’The Sopho- 
more Class.’ Our guardians on this journey were 
Miss Mary Morris and Mr. George Gelbach.

In March 
of this year, a musical comedy, ‘’The Gypsy Rover’’ 
claimed many of us. 

Here again, we stopped for a short rest but were 
eager to begin again. We started this time with fifty- 
five passengers and our new guardians were Mrs. 
Mary L. Browning and Mrs. J. E. Debnam. Mack 
Privott was elected to be our student leader or 
President. : 

During this part of our journey we were again 
moved up to the second compartment of our flying 
saucer.

This year we had five passengers to represent 
us on the Student Council.

We were all 
very proud of the five girls who took part in the 
Beta Club. One of our girls was an assistant in the 
library to Miss Waff. The F.H.A. Club claimed a 
large number of our girls with Syble Cayton as Presi- 
dent and Virginia Downing as Vice-President. 

Another operetta, ‘In the Garden of the Shah,”’ 
was given this year and a large number of us took 
parts in its production. 


With everybody interested and excited in the 
Junior-Senior Banquet and Prom we all took part in 
raising enough money for a big, colorful Banquet 
and Prom. We gave cake sales, joined in the maga- 
zine Campaigns and sold Christmas cards. We carried 
the theme “Moonlight and Roses’’ throughout the 
Banquet and Prom. Our Banquet was given in the 
Episcopal Church Parish House while our dance was 
given in the Edenton Armory with Buddy Butterton 
and his orchestra. 

After another short rest we were happy and ex- 
cited to climb back aboard our flying saucer. This 
year we were put in the higher compartment which 
we named the “Senior Class.’’ Our guardian was 
Mr. N. J. George. Our membership now was 57 and 
we elected Mack Privott as our President, Carlton 
Jackson as Vice-President, Cynthia Ambrose as Sec- 
retary and Betty Byrum as Treasurer. 

John Ward was elected President of the Stu- 
dent Council and we were all very proud of him. Jean 
Jones, Thomas Cannady, Peggy Williams, and Byron 
Kehayes were four of John’s little helpers. 

This year we took larger parts in the different 
organizations. We had one boy and one girl to play 
basketball; eight boys on the Ace’s eleven squad with 
Mack Privott and Earl Minshew.as captains. The base- 
ball team claimed five of our members and two girls 
in the Girls’ Monogram Club and Cynthia Ambrose 
was elected as President of the club. Mack Privott 
was elected as President of the Boys’ Monogram 
Club and nine other boys were also in this club. The 
Glee Club claimed twelve of us and Jane Spry was 
elected as the President. Our only cheerleader was 
Cynthia Ambrose. The band claimed seven maijor- 
ettes, the drum major, and one instrument player. 

Betty Letcher, President of the Beta Club, was 
accompanied by six other Senior girls. The F.H.A. 
Club claimed twenty-six members of our class. Bett 
Byrum was elected to be the Editor-in-Chief of “The 
Spotlight’’ while seven other members assisted her. 

Betty Letcher, a hard working Senior girl was 
named Editor-in-Chief of the ‘’Edentonian.’” Most 
of the class was on the Annual Staff and by our hard 
work we put out one of the best annuals ever pub- 
lished. 

Hazel Braswell was our only representative on 
the debating team. We all felt very proud of her. 
The Dramatics Club, new to us all this year, had thir- 
teen of our members taking part in it. The Treble 
Clef Club claimed four of our girls. Two of our boys 
were bus drivers and two were substitute drivers. 

“The Belle of Barcelona,” a gay and colorful 
Spanish operetta was given in March and many of us 
took parts in its production.. 

In April, the Senior class play was given and it 
was a big success in every way. 


As Seniors and leaders of our flying saucer, 
we were honored with a colorful and delightful Jun- 
ior-Senior Banquet and Prom. This affair was favored 
and highly complimented by all the Seniors. 

Now we have reached the beautiful land of 
“Graduation’’ which we have strived so hard to reach. 
We have had hardships and good times together. 
The roads have not been straight for us the entire 
journey but when they were crooked we straightened 
them and kept going. Now that we have reached 
our destination we are still fifty-six strong. Our 
goal has been reached but we are not going to stop 
here. We will go on and on until we have reached 
the top of our ambitions.
